$3.50. April. 


A former executive director of the New York 
State Parole Board recites incidents from his 
career by way of explaining parole work to- 
day. Many cases illustrate his views on the 
causes of criminal character and treatment of 
criminals in and out of institutions; his de- 
scriptions of types of crime and these cases 
frequently outweigh in interest the parole 
treatment. Will appeal to readers who enjoy 
accounts by prison officials.

Henderson, J. Y. and Taplinger, Richard. 
Circus doctor. Little, $3.50. April 4. 


Although the author accepted the job of car- 
ing for the Ringling circus animals with many 
misgivings, he soon found that what was good 
for domestic animals was also good for just 
about everything in the animal kingdom, if 
applied with common sense and ingenuity. 
Every day presented a new problem to be 
solved on the spot, all of them interesting, 
but few as hair-raising as treating a boa- 
constrictor’s stomach ache. A fascinating ac- 
count of life behind the scenes at the circus, 
in its winter quarters and on the road; fan- 
tastic but evidently factual tales of neurotic 
horses, lions with sinus trouble, a giraffe with 
a cut throat and dentistry among the bears. 


Taylor, Samuel W. Family kingdom. Mc-

This story of family life is different from 
others in that it is about a Mormon family, 
the third of John W. Taylor’s six families, and 
is a first hand account of the operation of 
plural marriage. Father’s firm belief in the 
Mormon principle of polygamy and his con- 
tinued practice of it, even after it was out- 
lawed and disclaimed by the Church, was 
partly responsible for his families’ insecurity; 
in addition, father was a speculator and fi- 
nancial genius who made and lost several 
fortunes with the result that his wives some- 
times lived comfortably in their separate 
households, but sometimes were forced to 
support themselves and their children. All, 
however, continued to adore Father who had 


the ability to make each wife think she was 
his favorite. 


FICTION 


Mason, Van Wyck. Proud new flags. Lip- 
pincott, $3. April 13. 


A sprawling Civil War novel, dramatic and 
full of detail, which follows the southern 
cause from the early rioting in Baltimore to 
the building of the navy and its defeat at New 
Orleans, depicting the varying degrees of sym- 
pathy among the southerners and giving be- 
hind the scene views of power-hungry men 
and undefined purpose. The story itself swings 
uncertainly from Sylvia and Irad Seymour, to 
a young seamstress and her Scottish sweet- 
heart, concentrating at the end on Sam Sey- 
mour, navy commander, brother of Irad and 
conscience-stricken father of Sylvia’s child. 


Sorensen, Virginia (Eggersten). The prop- 
er gods. Harcourt, $3. March 23. 


On his discharge from the American army 
Adan Savalo went to the home his family had 
established in Sonora, after many years in 
exile north of the border. It was an Indian 
home, ruled by the grandfather, and every- 
thing was governed by ritual. The story 
follows Adan’s happy acceptance, then his 
growing disillusionment, but in the end the 
grandfather’s teaching won. Very detailed, 
tilled with Indian ceremony, and convincing 
in its picture of friction between Indians and 
Mexicans, against which a few men fought. 


Zara, Louis. Rebel run. Crown, $3. March 
29. 


An exciting adventure story of the Civil War, 
which is based on fact, tells of Andrews, a 
northern agent and his men operating in the 
South. With orders to destroy bridges on an 
essential railroad running south from Chat- 
tanooga, they stole an engine and had a wild 
ride, but failed in their mission, were captured 
and imprisoned. Andrews was an inspiring 
leader, but when he escaped a woman whom 
he had repulsed reported him. Harrowing de- 
tails of prison life; the end was fatal for al- 
most all the group.
